on Revenue and Taxation, which has not as 
yet received any consideration by the con- 
vention, contains some of the most impor- 
tant changes that have been proposed. He 
describes some of them as follows: 

“In order to secure equality and uniform- 

Ity in assessments and a better enforcement 
of the collection of taxes, provision is made 
for a State Tax Commission of three mem- 
bers to have general supervision and control 
over these matters. This eliminates the 
present antiquated State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and by consolidating all matters affect- 
ing State taxation in one body will avoid 
much duplication and expense and promote 
efficiency in tax administration. 

“Few changes are proposed in the strict 
limitations upon the rate of taxation. The 
maximum rate for State purposes ts actually 
decreased from 15 cents to 10 cents on the 
$100 valuation, and the rate for paying the 
interest on the certificates of indebtedness 
is reduced from ? cents to 1 cent. Because 
of the difficulty that has been experienced 
in raising sufficient revenue for public 
schools the maximum rate for school pur- 
poses has been increased to $1.20 on the $roo 
valuation, but any increase above 75 cents 
invcities of 700,000 inhabitants or more and 
above 40 cents In other districts cannot be 
made without the consent of a majority of 
the voters and for eny increases above $1 a 
two-thirds majority is mecessary.

Changes in Suffrage and Election 


The article on corporations in the present Con- 
stitution is distinguished for its reetrictive fea- 
‘tures introduced for the protection of stockhold- 
ers and the public. Much of the opposition to 
a Constitutional Convention arose from the fear 
that corporate Interests might be able to secure 
a modification of these provisions. It is there- 
fore doubly interesting to note that changes were 
made in only etx of the 27 sections in this article 
Two sections were eliminated, one because it 
had become obsolete and the other because its 
provisions were duplicated in another article 

A provision that preferred stock may not be 
issned without the consent of all stockholders 
was changed so that the consent of those owning 
two-thirds of the stock would be sufficient. A 
fourth change included business trusts under the 
term “corporation,” while the section prohibiting 
discrimination by railroads was amended 60 as 
to remove the conflict with the Federal trans- 
portation act and eliminate injustice resulting 
from fudéicial construction of certain provisions.

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studies more deeply and realizes how many of our mar- 
riages are drifted into, how many are the results of 
propinquity, how many are products of boredom, ! 
doubt if there is any more love manifest than in the 
Eastern one where at least the physical ideal is approx- 
imated. Also, the presence of the matchmaker does not 
mean that there are no love marriages in Palestine. 
Often the boy selects the girl he has known and 
adored since childhood. The matchmaker’s greatest 
mission is where the boy knows no girls, or the girl 
is unknown to the young men. 

Having been planning and working for his marriage 
since he was 13 or 14, the young Jewish boy has 
amassed quite a gift of money for his chosen bride. 
He sends a third of it to her father or brothers, s0 
that if their marriage should not succeed, she would 
still be protected. It is, obviously, superior to our 
method of alimony, that money hatefully exchanged 
when love is long past. The rest of the money is his 
wedding gift to the bride. 

Every girl in Palestine is trained to be a wife. She 
has a complete knowledge of and reverence of four 
things: her heart. mind, soul and body. Se, on his 
part, has the boy. The young people of Western civ- 
ilization have been trained to know a very little about 
the first three—nothing that they ought to know about 
the fourth. Where most of our girls are taught that 
sex is a thing to be endured, the Eastern girl regards 
it as a gift from God. She cares for her body with a 
sort of fine respect. It is to her a sacred blessing that 
someday she may bear her husband sons. Through 
the symbolism of the tabernacle, which répresents the 
maternal aspect of the Deity and the motherhood of 
the nation, she has learned all that our most advanced 
teachers of heredity and eugenics could wish taught to 
their youth. All this has been given to her in the 
language which most readily appealed to her idealism. 
Briefly, she goes into marriage with her eyes wide 
open. She knows all about its pitfalls and its poten-

tialities. She is happy and secure in the knowled¢-- 
also, that her husband has been similarly trained. 

We have in America one state that demands a da 
tor’s certificate from the contracting parties before 
marriage. Other states are agitating the question. The 
Orient has, I think, a better way. At any rate. it is 
more beautiful. 

The bride is taken by the mother and sisters of the 
bridegroom to the baths. Do not think that it is ar 
occasion of prying eyes and harsh words. It is rather 
a ritual of mutual trust and love. The little bride is 
serene. She knows her betrothed is going through the 
same ceremony with her male relatives. The purity 
of both their lives has been protected by their know!- 
edge. They have been taught in human terms. 

In practically every case are these marriages perfect 
In the one or two rare instances where it fails. how- 
ever, the couple go to the rabbi who married them 
If. after talking it over. he finds reconciliation is im- 
possible between them, he cuts their wedding parch- 
ment in a certain way, and they are free, to marry 
again in a week’s time, should they so wish. 

1 am convinced that it is their true and yet idealistic 
teaching of social hygiene that makes marriage in 
the Holy Land perfect. We, of the Christian world, 
have made a fiasco of teaching our manhood purity. 
The statistics of the war draft revealed that to be true 
The report of the Lagbeth Conference. an international 
gathering of churchmen, admitted that parents should 
be the teachers of their children, but that they did 
not know how; that clergymen should be the teachers 
of their congregations, but that they did not know 
how: that seminaries should teach the clergy. but that 
they did not know how. We have for many genera- 
tions muddled along. The ethics of Christ were built 
upon the teaching of Moses and the prophets. There in 
their beauty and honesty as to the facts of buman life 
we could find, as have these people of Palestine, the 
solution of our greatest social problem.

“After several days of this walking advertisement, 
the police interfered and insisted that Barnum must 
withdraw his man because of the congestion of traf- 
fic he caused, for the crowds practically closed all 
streets near the museum. But Barnum’s bricks were 
discussed for several weeks and received due newspaper 
notice.” 


One of Barnum's biggest humbugs, though it was but 
three feet long, was “The Fejee Mermaid.” This was 
advertised as the body of a real mermaid, the only one 
ever found. It was supposed to have been picked up 
in the waters of the Fiji Islands. Before he put the 
“mermaid on exhibition Barnum created wide in- 
terest in the marvel by having confederates posing as 
scientists write letters to the press from various points, 
vouching for the thing as a real mermaid. The chief 
“scientist” was one Levi Lyman, who helped Bar- 
num exhibit and promote the shriveled black mammy, 
who, though she was born when George Washington 
was about 25 years old, had been present at the birth 
of the future first President. Lyman, posing as Dr. 
Griffin of the London Museum of Natural History, 
brought the mermaid to New York, wrote a pamphlet 
describing her and did other promotion work. 

Barnum shrewdly kept his own 
name out of the project until he was 
good and ready. - The mermaid was 


exhibited first in a Broadway hall 
which Barnum hired through an agent. 
Her picture was printed in the New 
York dailies. When she had become a 


great sensation, Barnum took her to 
his museum and she drew the curious 
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by the thousands, trebling the re- 
ceipts of the plate. One of the visitors 
said to Barnum: 

“I lived two years on the Fiji Is- 
lands, and I never heard of any such 
thing as a mermaid.” 

“There’s no accounting for some 
men’s ignorance,” replied Barnum. 

The Fejee Mermaid seems to have 
been the salvation of the museum, en- 
abling Barnum to pay for the institu- 
tion and putting him om prosperity’s 
path. According to Mr. Werner's re- 
searches, the Fejee Mermaid was a 
combination of the tall end of a fish 
and the head end of a monkey. The 
job of taxidermy had been done most 
skilifully by a Japanese who connected 
the two parts so that mo seam could 
be seen_in the skin amd nobody could 
tell where the backbeme sections had 
been joined. The mermaid was a hid- 
eous object, but it served Barnum’s 
purpose.

He was the actual boy who never 
grew up. Barnum added six vears to his.age at one 
fell swoop of advertising. Mrs. Stratton, we learn, was 
“astonished and somewhat annoyed when she noticed 
that her son was announced in large handbills as ‘Gen. 
Tom Thumb, a dwarf 11 years of age, just arrived from 
England.’ The ‘just arrived from England’ was the 
first instance of a method Barnum often repeated. 

The world knows the story of Tom Thumb, how 
Barnum took him to England and exhibited him before 
Queen Victoria, to the Continent and let other mon- 
archs have a look, and thereby made fortunes for 
himself and the dwarf. The “Genéral’”’ died in 1883, 
never having grown up, and the only humbug that 
Barnum put over in his case was the deception as to the 
boy’s age when first exhibited and the Tom Thumb 
name and the English importation. Tom Thumb was a 
native of Bridgeport, where Barnum himself estab- 
lished a home and lived the remainder of his life. 

The Woolly Horse was one of Barnum’s humbugs 
that may be said to have a slight Missouri interest. 
When Barnum was touring with Gen. Tom Thumb in 
1848, he found in Cincinnati a small horse with no 
mane and very little hair on his tail, but with body and 
legs covered completely with a natural growth of curly 
hair, similar to a sheep’s wool. Barnum bought the 
beast, seeing Barnumistic possibilities. He sent the 
anima! to Bridgeport, to be kept in strict seclusion 
until publicity got in its work. 

About that time Johr C. Fremont, son-in-law of 
Senator Thomas H. Benton of Missouri, got lost in 
the Rocky Mountains, where he was on an expedition 
of exploration. The press had much to say about the 
missing Lieut. Fremont. Barnum advertised his woolly 
horse as having been captured by Fremont near the 
Gila River. Fremont, the story ran, had sent the 
extraordinary beast to the U. S. Quartermaster as a 
token of esteem. ' 

After exhibiting the horse in New York, Barnum 
took him on tour. At Washington Senator Benton went 
to see the animal. He denied publicly and with em- 
phasis that his son-in-law ever had seen the woolly 
horse, and the wrathy and matter-of-fact old Senator 
institated suit against Barnum’'s agent for obtaining 
2% cents from him under false pretenses. The court 
dismissed the case for lack of sufficient evidence to 
substantiate Benton's contention. Publicity attending 
the trial increased Barnum’'s receipts considerably. 

But for Barnum, America never would ‘have had op- 
portunity to hear Jenny Lind, the “Swedish nightin- 
“gale,” illustrious singer of the middle period of the 
nineteenth century. It was Barnum who brought 
Jenny Lind over and managed her triumphal tour 
which opened Sept. 11, 1850, in the old Castle Gardén a! 
New York. Barnum stirred up such a prodigiou: 
propaganda of boosting for Jenny Lind, prior to her 
coming from Europe, that the success of his experi- 
ment was inevitable. 

“Jenny Lind is the most popular woman in the world 
at present—perhaps the most popular that ever was 
fn it.” sang the New York Herald. In this 
book Mr. Werner reveals the fact that Barnum 
deliberately played up the philanthropic side of 
the Swedish singer to attract audiences. She was 
a deeply religious young woman and was noted for her 
charities. She had come to America to raise money for 
the benefit of orphans in her own country. Barnum 
made the most of all this. Without accenting the 
“goodness” side of Miss Lind, the theory is that her 
tour would have been a failure, for Americans in those 
days knew little about highbrow music and cared less. 
Barnum Barnumized Jenny Lind’s reputation for su- 
perior moral goodness and got away with it. .

More of the same story, very much more, is expected 
from the same source. As in the Tutankhamen in- 
stance, not all the story may be told as yet. For the 
present it is sufficiently: interesting to know that the 
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Engur was the name of the King who instituted the 
job- of conquest and consolidation. Dungi, his son, 
was the great man of the dynasty. Dungi ruled over 
the kingdom for 58 years—almost as long as the late 
Queen Victoria was monarch of Great Britain. 


Dungi seems to have been an aggressive ruler. He 
extended his rule on every side; and he was a skillful 
politictan, making it a point to keep the priesthood of 
the city gods in his own family, thus aiding in the 
unification of his realm. Because of this, he became 
a mighty builder of temples, which he endowed with 
magnificent fittings. 

The vast temple of the moon god, the chief deity of 
Ur, was falling into decay when King Dungi was on the 
throne. The King not only restored it, but enlarged it; 
and it is the walls built under Dungi’s direction that 
are being excavated now by the joint expedition men- 
tioned.

To 
persons not entitled to passes he handed a 
card which he had had printed, reading: 

“Thou shalt not pass —Numbers xx, 18.

The wicked shall no more pass.—Nahun 
i, 25. None shall pass.—Isaiah xxxiv, 10. 
This generation shall not pass.—Mark xiii, 
30. Beware that thou pass not.—II Kings 
vi, 9. There shall no strangers pass.— 
Amos iii, 17. Neither any son of man 
pass.—Jeremiah li, 43. No man may pass 
through because of the beasts.— Ezekiel
